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Wiru here and there a special exception, the general trade 
of the United Kingdom during the year 1885 has been 
unsatisfactory and disappointing. The demand for manu- 
factured commodities, both at home and abroad, has con- 
tinued sluggish and inactive, there has been no improve- 
ment in prices, and the keen competition which exists in 
every branch of manufacturing industry has reduced 
profits to a minimum. This, it may be confidently 
affirmed, correctly describes the course of business in this 
country during the past year in a general way; but, of 
course, the depression has been experienced in varying 
degrees in the different branches of business and manu- 
facturing industry. In the way of commerce, the shipping 
interest has suffered most severely during the year 1885. 
To the owners of steam shipping especially, it has been 
most disastrous, and to them the outlook in the future is 
gloomy and discouragingin the extreme. The enormous and 
unprecedented increase made during the previous three or 
four years to our mercantile steam fleet has produced the 
inevitable reaction, and it has been intensified by the fact 
that many of these ships got into the hands of incapable 
and inexperienced managers. The result in too many cases, 
we fear, has been utter ruin to the owners, and a heavy loss 
of capital has been sustained at all our chief shipping ports. 
The recent introduction of important improvements in 
marine engine building, and the heavy fall which has taken 
place in the price of iron and steel, have greatly depreciated 
the value of the enormous steam fleet built and launched 
during the period of inflation. There are many thousands 
of tons of steam shipping which have never earned a six- 
pence for their owners, and it seems doubtful whether 
they ever will. The introduction of triple expansion 
engines, and the great economy expected in the consump- 
tion of fuel in the future, will render many of our newest 
steamships practically obsolete. Under such circumstances, 
it is not surprising to find that the shipbuilding industry 
was greatly Saad during the year 1885, more especially 
on the east coast, where the trade in the main is limited to 
the production of trading vessels. On the Clyde, the 
business has by comparison been better; there has beena fair 
demand for first-class passenger steamers, and for iron and 
steel sailing vessels, which has helped to keep the building- 
yards in that locality better employed.

Next to shipping and shipbuilding, the iron industry, 
as a whole, throughout the United Kingdom has perhaps 
suffered most fromthe depression experienced during 
1885. Its condition at the end of the year is little, if any, 
better than it was at the beginning, and the accumulation 
of stocks, which it is clear has been going on for seme 
months, creates an uneasy feeling with respect to the 
future. It is in the iron manufacturing districts almost 
exclusively that the depression in trade has been so 
seriously felt as to cause privation and suffering amongst 
the workpeople. The state of affairs in this respect im the 
North of England especially is most distressing, and for 
their sake it is to be Litied that an improvement in trade 
will not be long delayed. 

Measured by the volume of business done, our textile 
industries prokably have suffered less than might have 
been expected from the general depression which. has 
prevailed during the year 1885. The complaints about 
want of profit are universal, but probably those engaged 
in the wollen industry have less cause to gramble than 
any other class of manufactures. The eotton trade has 
again disappointed both the manufacturer and the 
merchant, but the year closed with a much more hopeful 
and encouraging tone inthe Manchester market than has 
been experienced for a very long period. The depression 
in the flax manufacture, which has been long experienced, 
was greatly intensified during 1885; and in the jute 
industry, it may almost be said to have amounted to a 
collapse. It is very many years since the town of 
Dundee, which is the chief centre of the jute manufacture, 
experienced such a pinch as that from which merchants, 
manufacturers, and workpeople alike are now suffering. 

One of the causes which has largely contributed to the 
general depression experienced during 1885 is the unsatis- 
factory condition of the agriculturalinterest. The harvest 
seriously disappointed the general expectation which was 
entertained’ respecting it till it came to be tested in the 
threshing-machine, while the low range of prices which 
has prevailed for all agricultural produce has seriously 
aggravated the farmers’ losses. AS’ was inevitable, 
the impoverishment of the farmer has reacted on the 
labourer, and the rate of wages has fallem more or less 
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| Seriously all over the country. ; 
| districts the fall has been considerable, and even in the 
| vicinity of populous centres it has been appreciable. The 
/manner in which wages generally have been sustained 
in the manufacturing districts, despite the long-continued 
| depression, is very remarkable. There have been many 
‘reductions, no doubt, and the infiuence, on the whole, has 
been against the operative; but it is surprising how 
‘vigorously anything like a comprehensive reduction of 
‘wages has been resisted in some industries. In the 
‘cotton trade, the year which has just passed away 
'was made eventful by the great strike at Oldham, 
‘where the employers had the greatest difficulty 
in enforcing a reduction of 10 per cent. There can be no 
' question that in this trade the proportionate losses of the 
‘employers for some considerable time has been much 
greater, and 10 per cent. falls far short of the difference 
in price for articles of general consumption in a work- 
| man’s family; and yet the Oldham operatives were enabled 
| to make such a determined stand against the reduction, 
that the manufacturers of Lancashire, who stand quite 
'as much in need of relief from some quarter as the 
| Spinners, have not ventured to follow with a proposition 
to reduce wages in their branch of the business. The 
collapse in the jute trade, of which we have spoken, has 
been followed by successive reductions in wages, which 
will average from 20 to 25 per cent. Between the 
stoppage of machinery, the large reduction in wages in 
the jute trade, and the. general depression in the other 
industries established in the town and neighbourhood, 
the population of Dundee is probably suffering more 
serious privations than almost any other large town in 
the kingdom. In the shipbuilding trade, notwithstanding 
the small demand for labour, wages have been tolerably 
well maintained, although we are now threatened with a 
serious dispute over a threatened reduction in the North- 
Hast of England. Of the iron trade generally, indeed, 
the same may be said; while there have been few formal 
systematic reductions, yet the tendency of wages generally 
has been to decline. 

Qne of the most remarkable features of the present 
depression in trade certainly is the comparatively trifling 
effect which it has so far had upon the pauperism of the 
country. No more conclusive proof could be forthcoming 
of the fact, that notwithstanding its long continuance, 
the dull trade of the present time has affected the work- 
people less than the employers. The last quarterly 
statement as to pauperism in England and Wales 
published is that for Michaelmas, 1885, and it shows but 
avery slight increasein the number of paupers compared 
with the two previous years. The number of paupers in 
England and Wales at the end of the Michaelmas

These figures show an increase of only 2,586 in 1885 
over 1884, und of 3,432 over 1883. As was to have been 
expected, pauperism has increased most seriously in the 
three divisions of England in which the principal manu- 
factares are carried on; but even here the increase has 
been. much less than might reasonably have been 
anticipated. The total number of paupers in the North 
Midland, North-Western, and York divisions of the 
kingdom at the end of the Michaelmas quarter— 


Compared with 1884 there was thus an increase in 1885 
of 4,903, and compared with 1883 an increase of 6,561. 
It is deeply to be regretted, no doubt, that there should 
be any increase at all, but the marvel is, under the cireum- 
stances, that it should be so small. In the Northern 
division, which embraces the counties of Durham, 
Northumberland, Cumberland, and Westmoreland, and 
in which the local industries have been exceptionally 
depressed, the returns of pauperism show even still more 
extraordinary results. The number of paupers in this 
division at the date already mentioned in— 
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In this division there was actually a decrease in the 
number of paupers in 1885 by 160 compared with 1884, 
although when compared with 1883 there was an increase 
of 3,535. To those who have been in any way familiar 
with the condition of this Northern division during the 
last two or three years, these figures will be looked upon 
with surprise. They prove two conclusions, we think, 
very clearly, the first of which is, that the average British 
workman is really more provident than many take him to 
be, and the second that the minor industries of the 
country have suffered less than might have been expected 
from the depression which has prevailed among those of 
more importance. The operative population, thanks to 
the low price of food and of commodities generally, are 
better off than we might have expected them to be, and 
this should afford us encouragement to wait patiently for 
that general improvement in trade which, in the nature 
of things, ought now to be close at hand. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR 
DECEMBER AND FOR THE YEAR 1885. 


Tue Board of Trade figures for December certainly look 
more satisfactory than they have done recently. Under the 
principal headings on the export side of the account there 
is, it is true, some diminution to be seen as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year, but the total 
shrinkage only amounts to 635,675/, or about 3} per 
cent. The re-exports practically show no change. 
Imports exhibit a diminution of 1,930,3827, or about 5? 
per cent., this being mainly due to reduced arrivals of 
raw textile materials. The figures for the year are now 
complete, and although they will be somewhat modified 
in the definitive returns issued later in the year, the 
alterations are not likely to be important. Taking the 
imports for 1885, we find that their aggregate value 
amounted to 373,834,000/, or 15,490,000/ less than in 1884, 
this being equal to a little over 4 per cent. By far the largest 
portion of this is to be found under the head of textile 
materials, cotton figuring for over eight millions, due 
very largely to smaller arrivals from the United States 
and India. Our imports of live stock, cheese and eggs, 
show a great reduction, and also sugar, coffee, and wine. 
Wheat, however, we have bought freely, especially of 
Russia and India. The year’s imports amount to no less 
than 61,453,000 ewts, valued at 24,066,000, as compared 
with 47,113,000 cwts, valued at 19,825,000/ in 1884. The 
exports of home produce for the year amounted in value 
to 213,031,0001, showing a decrease, as compared with last 
year, of 19,994,0001, or 8 per cent. Adding the re-exports 
we get a grand total of 270,935,000/, and a comparative 
gross decrease of 25,003,0001, or a little under 8} per 
cent. The decline extends to all the chief categories, 
but the bulk of it is to be found in the textile and 
metal trades. This exhibit is certainly not satisfactory, 
but it must be remembered that the past year was one of 
exceptional difficulty to traders, owing largely to political 
complications. And, of course, the decline in raw materiais 
must be borne in mind as a partial set-off to the loss in 
the value of the manufactured articles.

In 1884 imports of copper continued large, despite the 
extremely low level of prices, but the supplies of tin fell off, 
especially from the Australasian colonies. As we said above, 
the year's import of textile materials shows a great shrink- 
age as compared with 1884, this being a natural result of the 
depressed state of these trades. Flax and hemp, how- 
ever, form exceptions. A fall of 243 per cent. in the 
value of our imports of tallow is a prominent feature.

The value of our imports of articles of food and drink 
amounted in 1885 to 149,106,000/, or only a trifle less 
than in the preceding year; but although the aggregate is 
almost unaltered, there are some highly important individual 
movements. The most important, perhaps, are in wheat. 
Egypt has sent us next to no wheat, but all other 
countries have shipped larger quantities than in 1884. 
Russia and India have, however, increased their supplies for 
this market much more than the United States: As 
regards the latter, it is noticeablehow the shipments from 
the Atlantic seaboard have fallen off heavily, while those 
from the Pacific Coast have greatly increased. The 
American flour shipments have decidedly increased. As 
regards sugar, we have obta:ned much less raw produce 
from the West Indies, and one or two other quarters, but 
refined has poured in to this country in much larger 
quantities. This increase is not due to the Continent, 
but entirely to the United States, which now virtually 
gives a heavy bounty on the exports of refined sugar. The 
figures altogether are so noticeable that we give them 
below :—

Nearly eight millions of the heavy decline in our 
export trade is to be found under the head of textiles, 
of which about three-fourths is due to a shrinkage of 63 
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per cent. in the value of piece goods. The quantity, 
however, of our exports of piece goods has only de- 
clined to a slight extent, from which it would appear 
that profits have been severely cut into. In the woollen 
trade, the figures relating to the yarn industry look 
satisfactory, but woollen and worsted fabrics have been 
exported in much smaller quantities. Prices, how- 
ever, would not appear to have suffered to anything 
more than a slight extent. The linen trade presents 
somewhat the same features in @ more adverse 
light. Jute manufactures have, of course, suffered 
severely. In the metal trades, iron and steel shows a 
loss of 104 per cent. in quantity, and 11} per cent. in 
value, distributed over nearly all categories, but being 
especially marked in pig iron. The decline in our 
exports of machinery is also very heavy, but export 
business in coal has remained very satisfactory. Nearly 
all other articles in the large miscellaneous list exhibit a 
loss more or less serious, the fall in sugar being very 
marked.

THE IRON AND STEEL TRADES OF GERMANY. 


In a recent volume of commercial reports issued by the 
Foreign Office, there is an able paper by Mr G. Strachey, 
Her Majesty’s Chargé d’ Affaires at Dresden, on the effects 
of the German Customs tariff reform of 1879, and its 
revision in 1885. It deals very fully with the past history 
and present position of German commerce, which is of 
special interest at the present time, when Germany is 
attempting, more vigorously, perhaps, than any other 
continental nation, to establish colonies, and to increase 
her foreign trade, while at the same time pursuing a most 
rigid protectionist policy at home. Mr Strachey’s report, 
however, covers so much ground, that our attention must 
be chiefly confined to the growth of the German iron 
and steel trades, which is, in many ways, of special 
importance. 

Going back to the early years of the Zollverein—before 
which we cannot obtain any accurate economical data with 
regard to Germany as a whole—we find that only a very 
moderate duty was imposed on the imports of iron into 
Germany, which were then equal to one-half of the total 
domestic output. In 1844, however, the import duty on 
pig iron was raised to 1s per ewt, or double the present 
rate, with a correspondingly heavy duty on malleable iron, 
&c. These duties, which lasted from 1844 to 1865, are 
stated to have raised the cost of iron in Germany from 40 
to 60 or 70 per cent. The result of such a protracted 
period of rigid protectionism was, of course, a considerable 
increase in the production of iron. In 1865 duties were 
substantially reduced, owing to the more enlightened 
policy of the Prussian Government, and thenceforward 
continual reductions were made until 1873, when 
practically the whole of the import duties were swept 
away. And during this period of more or less Free-trade 
the iron industry, according to Mr Strachey, prospered far 
more than it did under the régime of protection. The 
speculative inflation, which ensued upon the Franco- 
German War led, however, to a sharp commercial crisis, 
which was especially felt in the iron trade. A clamour 
was then raised for protection, especially on the part of 
the pig iron makers, who were feeling the stress of English 
and Scotch competition, and a committee was appointed 
to consider the question, the result of which was the 
re-imposition of a heavy duty on iron, in common with 
textile and other products. How this has acted upon the 

I production of pig iron in Germany may be seen from the

The above figures show a very considerable decrease in 
the exports of pig iron, coupled with a decided increase in 
the exports of manufactured iron and steel, although the 
latter fell off to some extent in 1884, 

Tn dealing with the present position Mr Strachey finds 
that the Germans are fast emancipating themselves from 
the need for British iron. A good deal of British—chiefly 
Scotch—pig iron is still used to mix with the home metal 
for castings, &c., but it is being steadily displaced by 
German grey pig, the quality of which is said to 
have greatly improved. Some Chambers of Commerce 
allege that the best German casting pig is no longer 
inferior to Scotch No. 1, or the best Cleveland brands ; but 
iu a report dated July, 1885, the Cheimnitz Chamber 
observes that, duty or no duty, there is no making 
machine castings without one-half British pig. It seems, 
indeed, to be very generally agreed that for most casting pur- 
poses some Scotch or English pig is generally used, bat 
some authorities attribute this to its lower price, and 
others to its quality. Iron for puddling does not now | 
seem to be imported from England, and the mports 
of pig for conversion by the Bessemer process have 
also fallen off heavily, although less: than the first 
named, since Lancashire and Cumberland iron still main- 
tains its superiority for freedom from phosphorus, &. 
In this connection, Mr Strachey refers to the so-called 
“basic” process of Thomas-Gilchrist, just patented in 
Germany, for removing the excess of phosphorus from 
pig during its conversion to malleable iron by the 
Bessemer blast, which has given a great impetus to the 
German iron trade. He says: ‘ Good malleable iron and 
steel may be. blown by the ‘basic’ process from cast iron 
containing. up to 3 per cent. of phosphorus; the usual 
phosphorus proportion being from 2 to 2) per cent. 
Such cast iron is not of the grey type essential for the 
Bessemer acid system, in the production of which 
Germany, as has been seen, is at a disadvantage, but of 
the lean white pig, which is as advantageously made here 
as in Great Britain. As Germany is rich in the phos- 
phoretic ores suitable for making the white iron, she ean 
provide herself with the material used in the Thomas- 
Gilchrist process. This iron is considerably cheaper in 
Germany than the hematite pig required for the old 
Bessemer method, while in England the difference ts eom- 
paratively small, and thus the Germans have a@ larger 
margin to cover the increased cost of the new 
manner of converting. These facts show that the 
fine invention of Gilchrist has dealt a blow at the 
supremacy of our hematite iron, and it is not surprising 
that Germany should possess forty-one ‘ basic” converters 
for iron and steel against nineteen in England, the aggre- 
gate capacity of theirs being nearly double of ours. The 
actual production of continental Europe by this process 
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is now three times our own. The transformation of the 
old Bessemer establishments would, however, be a work 
of years, as their production is at present above eleven 
times that of the potentialities of the ‘basic’ converters.” 
The German import of malleable iron, it is stated, was 
never considerable, and it has now shrunk to sma!l dimen- 


sions, the output having increased considerably since the 


imposition of the Customs tariff. The German exports of 
malleable iron are large, amounting to about 150,000 tons, 
and are chiefly consigned to Russia, Switzerland, the 
United States, and Holland. 

As regards mild steel ingots and goods, the German 
output has more than doubled since 1878, and the quality 
is believed to be equal to that of the British product. In 
the finer branches of the steel trade, however, Sheffield 
still seems to maintain her pre-eminence, quality being 
more important than the comparatively small additional 
cost imposed by the tariff. In the miscellaneous branches 
of iron and steel manufacture, German production has 
increased since the tariff changes of 1879, when very high 
import duties were established, and the foreign exports 
have also augmented considerably. In the production of 
steel rails, Germany, in common with this country, has 
recently come to something like a standstill. As regards 
machinery, England continues to hold her own in the pro- 
duction of many specialities, especially in textile machines, 
but in a number of other directions German makers 
claim to compete on fully equal terms. It is noted that 
in 2 German machine factory the designer is now usually 
a native, instead of being an Englishman, as was formeily 
very frequently the case. Agricultural machines are used 
to only a limited extent in Germany, owing to the cheap- 
ness of labour, but where employed, they are said to be 
chiefly of British manufacture. At the same time, Germany 
is increasing her exports of agricultural machinery. 

Despite, however, the optimist appearance which the 
figures relating to the German iron trade seem to wear, 
Mr Strachey says that the position is far from satisfactory. 
Many manufactured articles, it is alleged, cannot compete 


in the export trade with Great Britain, owing to the duty 
on the primary materials, such as the finer descriptions of 


pig iron and steel. Moreover, the raising of the German 
tariff has led to retaliatory action on the part of Austro- 
Hungary, Russia, &c., which has partly, or entirely, closed 
some important foreign markets. And profits in the 
iron trade are said to be very small, despite the large 
dividends paid by a few companies, the blast furnace 
branch, which was expected to reap most advantages from 
the present high tariff, being especially unprofitable, and 
a portion of the export trade appears to be of a peculiarly 
forced kind. The protected manufacturers throw their 
surplus good on foreign markets, and sell them there at 
unprofitable prices, or at a minimum of profit, recouping 
themselves by charging high prices to home buyers. Thus 
Germans are taxed in order that foreigners may be sup- 
plied cheaply with German goods, and an industry which 
owes some of its development to this method of trading is 
not in a satisfactory condition. 


THE COTTON TRADE IN 1885. 
Tue history of the cotton trade during the past year is 
by no means pleasant to write, since all through the year 
there have been difficulties of one kind or another 
to encounter, which have hindered business to a very 
great extent. In the early months of the year the 
dispute between this country and Russia in regard to 
Afghanistan seriously cramped business, while more 
recently trade has been hampered by the unsettled position 
of affairs in the Balkans. In addition to these difficulties, 
the unsettled aspect of the silver question has adversely 
influenced the cotton trade with India, China, &c. The 
silver market was influenced by two causes; one, the belief 
that the Latin Monetary Union might be dissolved; the 
other, the possibility of a complete or partial suspension 
of the silver coinage in the United States. The former 
difficulty has been removed by the prolongation of the 
Latin Union for five years, but the silver problem in 
America has still to be solved. 


Oe event of special importance during the year was 
the strike in the Oldham spinning trade, which stopped 


‘7,000,000 spindles in the Oldham district, and threw 


30,000 operatives out of work for three months. Its cause 
was the over-production of yarns, which had so far 
depressed the market as to render necessary, in 
the masters’ opinion, a reduction of 10 per cent. in wages. 
The men attempted to mike a compromise by offering to 
accept a 5 per cent. reduction in wages, together with a 
measure of “short time.’ This failed, hewever, and the 
strike commenced on July 17, and lasted to October 17— 
probably the longest on record. In the end something 
like a compromise took place, wages being reduced only 
5 per cent., but a further conditional reduction of 5 
per cent. was stipulated for, which now seems almost 
inevitable. As a consequence of the scarcity of 
yarn caused by the strike, a number of looms were 
stopped, chiefly in North-East Lancashire. During the 
strike the yarn market ruled a little firmer, but when 
it came to an end, prices at once became weaker, and have 
since persistently drooped. 

The American cotton crop of 1884-5, like that of 1883-4, 
was a smallone, amounting to only 5,669,000 bales, against 
5,718,000 bales in the previous year, and 6,992,000 bales in 
1882-3. In the first half of the year this gave some support 
to prices, but since then the tendency has been downward, 
the large amount of the current crop, together with sluggish 
trade, having depressed the market. At the beginning of the 
year middling uplands stood at 6d, and, after remaining 
at about that point for some time, advanced in 
March to 6;3,d. Prices then declined to 53d by the 
middle of July. Inthe second half of the year, the con- 
tinued dulness of trade, combined with the influence of 
the growing crop, caused prices to gradually droop, and 
the final quotation for the year is 4}3d, a fall on the year 
of 1,44, or 174 per cent. The present price is the lowest 
touched since 1855, when middling uplands fell to 5d, or 
a shade under. During the year, good fair Egyptian has 
fallen from 63d to 53d, and fair Dhollerah, from 43d to 
4d. Indian cotton, however, is now of comparatively 
small importance in this market, owing to the great 
cheapness of the American products and the increased 
consumption of the Indian mills. The latter can now use 
the native product more advantageously than British 
spinners in the production ofall yarns, say, under 20’s, 
and in producing these numbers, they have very largely 
supplanted us in the Eastern markets. 


The depression in trade during the past is shown by 
the fiures relating to our export trade in cotton manufac- 
tures, which we give in detail elsewhere. The main 
results are as follows :—

In 1885, it will be seen, the total imports of cotton into 
the United Kingdom have decreased by 949,690 bales, while 
exports have fallen off by 160,800 bales. The average 
weekly consumption has been only 56,040 bales, as against 
68,170 bales in 1884, which is decidedly significant. The 
continued diminution in the imports of Indian cotton is a 
very noticeable feature. 

At present shirting looms are generally better employed 
than for a long time pust, due no doubt to some 
extent to the stoppage of looms during the autumn 
months, when yarns were in short supply. Dhooties are 
also more active, and prices are higher than they 
were. All light goods are dearer, and not in very large 
supply. Heavy goods are in somewhat small demand, 
but production has also been curtailed. As regards yarn, 
the position of spinners of fine counts is not altogether 
unsatisfactory, but the outlook in Oldham counts of yarn, 
and among the doubling frames, is somewhat gloomy. On 
the year, shirtings show some loss in price, and T’cloths 
are a shade lower, but jaconetts and mulls are unaltered. 
These articles, and in a special degree cotton and yarn, 
close the year at very low points, but the prospect for the 
new year is more hopeful, although it is by no means 
clear. The aspect of politics is still unsettled, and the 
course of the silver market is uncertain; cn the other 
hand, the supply of cotton will be large, and probably 
cheap, and what may, perhaps, prove of very considerable 
importance, there is the probability of China being 
opened up to European trade. 





THE POSITION AND PROSPECTS OF 
THE WOOLLEN TRADE. 


Tue record of the woollen trade of 1885 must be largely 
one of disappointments, for when the year began there 
were hopeful anticipations of an early revival of business, 
which, day after day, and week after week, failed to be 
realised ; and while 1884 was a year of difficult business 
and very small margins, the past year has seen the diffi- 
culties increase and the margins diminish, so that now 
profit is a thing of the past, and in many concerns the 
balance is reported on the wrong side. With a constantly 
drooping wool market, this was perhaps to be looked for, 
as merchants expect manufacturers to follow very rapidly 
a drooping market, though they do not so much insist on 
relative advances with an advancing wool report. 

The present has been termed an era of saving, of making 
the most of everything, and the lessons of bad trade would 
have been in vain had efforts not been made upon all 
hands to produce better results from all materials used. 
Very great progress has been made in this respect during 
the last five years, so that there may be said to bea use 


for everything, and materials which were wont to be cast 
upon the dunghill or thrown into the fire are now 





valuable bye-products, which are husbanded with 
the greatest care. Potassic carbonate is recovered from 
the wool washings. ‘The same soap does duty for cleaning 
yarn, washing goods, and scouring wool, afterwards having 
its oily portion recovered and made into oil or candles. 
Even old cards, old leather belting, broken glass, and 
every possible waste article is made to contribute its quota 
to the gene-al income. 


And while these minor matters are having careful atten- 
tion, so wre the more important materials more narrowly 
watched. Better machinery, more carefully-kept cards,and 
greater vigilance on the part of the workers and over- 
lookers have reduced the quantity of waste material, and 
considerably increased the out-turn of yarn from the same 
wool, Better preparing arrangements now give cleaner wool, 
and greater effictency to the lubricants used for carding 
and spinning. Greater economy is realised in coal for 
driving by improved engines and high-pressed steam. 
General arrangements for manufacture have been more 
carefully scrutinised, so as to prevent undue haulage of 
materials during the process of manufacture. Im- 
provements have been effected in lighting and heat- 
ing the factories, and those economies, together 
with the determination on all hands to improve 
upon all previous results, have had considerable effect 
in reducing the prices at which manufacturers can pro- 
duce their articles without entrenching—as they have 
not up till this time been obliged to do—on the wages 
fund. Yet oftenevery possible effort has been made to 
economise, then, in manufacturing expenses, and with 
wool cheaper than it has seldom before been, the fact 
remains that woollen goods have fallen more in price than 
all these factors put together, thus diminishing, if not 
altogether absorbing, the profit of manufacturing. 


This absence of profit, doubtless, is the result of an 
overstocked market, more machinery being in motion and 
producing a larger quantity of goods than the people can 
afford to consume. Hence prices are depressed and trade 
unprofitable. Ifall these genuine efforts are being made 
by the manufacturers of woollens to place a good and 
cheap article in the hands of the consumer, how is it, the 
public may well ask, that we see so little result of all this 
reduction in the prices of our clothing, which remains at 
very much the same price as it has always done, say, from 
3l 10s to 4J 10s fora good suit of tweeds? This isa 
question that may well be asked, but the answer is not so 
easily given. It may help us, however, to solve this point 
if we state the expense of each operation in the making of 
the suit, for this is the form in which the public or wearer 
is familiar with woollens. 


First, the Australian, or Cape, or, it may be, home 
farmer receives about 12s (12 per cent.) for the wool from 
which the suit is made. This includes all costs of transfer 
and carriage, and delivery at the factory. Second, the 
manufacturer who dyes, cards, spins, weaves, and finishes 
the cloth, receives about 12s as his share. Third, 
the balance of from 50s to 60s is consumed in making 
and trimming the suit (which by machinery would 
not cost more than about 15s), and in reaching the public 
by the present recognised methods of trade. There seems 
still considerable room for saving in the last item, and it 
may be that some cheaper method of distribution will give 
the next great impuise to the woollen trade ; and if by this 
means a saving of from 20s to 30s per suit could be effected, 
the stimulus to consumption which would be evoked 
thereby would no doubt be a marked feature in the record 
which we should have to give in our annual report. 


While the results of 1885 have thus been gloomy for the 
master manufacturer, there perhaps never was a better 
time for the woollen operative, with wages almost, if not 
quite, as high as in the prosperous time of 1872; and with 
pretty constant employment, and with every article of his 
consumption much reduced in price, the standard of com- 
fort in our operative population has been considerably 
increased. This, coupled with the efforts of our School 
Boards for improved primary education, and our Technical 
Committees for improved and increased technical instrue- 
tion, should prepare us for taking full advantage of the 
next revival in trade, which some eminent authorities 
upon the subject consider already shows signs of develop- 
ment in America. 
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THE IRON TRADE. 


We extract the following comments upon the iron trade of 
last year from Messrs Fallows and Co.’s annual review :— 


The year 1885 has added another to the long list of bad years in 
the iron trade. The movement in prices, though limited in extent, 
was almost uniformly downwards. A further restriction of the 
production became necessary, in consequence of the decreasing exports 
and a reduced home Urea ; yet, notwithstanding, stocks 
increased very considerably. Various circumstances occurred during 
the year which were prejudicial to trade. In Apri! and May the 
apprehension of war with Russia, respecting the Afghan frontier, 
atiected business very seriously. The difficulties in South-Eastern 
Europe, occurring, as they did, about the same time as the General 
Election, had also the effect of greatly restricting commercial opera- 
tions. It is gratifying, however, to report that towards the close of- 
the year better accounts were received of business in the United 
States, and, considerable purchases being made of English iron, a 
more hopeful feeling prevailed. 


The total output of pig iron in the United Kingdom was some- 
what reduced by the blowing out of furnaces in different parts of 
the country. According to the returns of “Griffith’s Iron Exchange,” 
the number in blast was as follows :—

Experience abundantly proves that the output is not always in exact 
proportion to the furnaces extinguished, as it is the worst which are 
blown out, and the reduced number appear to increase their output 
as prices recede. 


The production of the United Kingdom, together with the total 
stocks in public stores and makers’ hands, will be seen from the

The total output was 2,458,889 tons, against 2,484,340 tons in 
1884, and 2,760,740 tons in 1883. The proportion of forge and 
foundry iron was 1,795,286 tons, and the balance consisted of 
hematite, spiegel, and basic iron. Stocks increased during the year 
178,789 tons, the total in makers’ yards, and public stores being 
517,488 tons on December 31. There were in blast on December 31 
98 furnaces out of 156. 


The production of Scotland was 1,003,562 tons, an increase of 
15,562 tons, notwithstanding that the average number of furnaces 
in blast was only 90, against 95 in 1884. This fact would seem to 
indicate pretty clearly that some error must have occurred in the 
estimates framed by the Association at the close of 1884. The 
result of the actual returns for 1885 discloses an apparent increase 
of 229,683 tons in the stock, which is scarcely possible, and there is 
little doubt that a portion of this increase took place previous to 
1885. Prices of gm.b. warrants fluctuated between 40s-74d and 
43s llid. The lowest point was touched on 28th July, and it was 
during ~a little ‘‘ spurt ’ early in September that the highest figure 
was reached. This was followed by a reaction to 41s 24d, witha 
rally to 43s 94d on 18th November. When the returos for the year 
were made known the price fell sharply to 40s 8}d, but the year 
closed at 41s ld. The total stock is 1,050,683 tons, of which 665,688 
tons are in Messrs Connal’s stores in Glasgow. The number of 
furnaces in blast on 31st December was 91 out of 143. 


According to Messrs Feldtman and Co. the output of hematite in 
the West Cumberland aad Barrow districts was 1,219,300 tons, 
against 1,398,000 tons in 1884, and 1,450,000 tons in 1883. -Ship- 
ments were 487,884 tons, against 569,941 tons in 1884. Stocks 
increased from 252,600 tons, to 368,600 tons. Prices of mixed Nos. 
receded from 45s to 4ls 6d, but afterwards rallied to 45s in 
November, when it was reported that some large purchases had 
been made for American account. Out of 79 furnaces erected in 
this district only 41 are at present in blast. Considering the large 
quantities of Spanish ores imported into this country, it is a fact 
worth noting that the Spaniards are now turning out hematite pigs 
from furnaces erected in close proximity to the ore deposits, and 
are competing with usin foreign markets. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether the conspicuous advantages we enjoy in the 
matter of cheap ocean freights will not compensate for the dis- 


advantages under which we labour in connection with such com- 
petition. 

We referred very fully last year to the question of continental 
competition, and considering the universally depressed condition of 
the iron trade, it is not surprising that the same complaint should 
have been common during 1885. The rapidity with which Germany 
has forced her way to the front is quite remarkable, and affords 
abundant testimony to the enterprise and technical skill of our 
foreign competitors, In this country and America the production of 

ig iron has been restricted during the last two or three years, but 
in Germany it has been steadily increasing. The figures are as

The condition of the iron trade at the close of the year is some- 
what peculiar. Amidst great general depression, there is still a 
hopeful feeling as to the future. This is based on the reported

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revival of trade in the United States ; and if this should prove to 
be sound and make further progress, the beneficial effects will cer- 
tainly be felt in this country, either directly or indirectly, It is 
anticipated that there may be, ere long, considerable activity in the 
direction of railway extension in China, Australia, Burmah, and the 
Congo. On the other hand, the feeling of uncertainty, both as 
regards home politics and foreign affairs, tends to arrest the develop- 
ment of many enterprises, as capital is very timid, and can only be 
drawn out when all the surroundings are favourable. 


TRADE NOTES. 


Emicration 1n 1885.—-A return issued by the Board 
of Trade shows that last year 264,936 emigrants left our 
shores, as compared with 303,901 in 1884, and 397,157 
in 1883. Of the total emigrants last year 208,308 were 
of British nationality, the corresponding total in 1884 
being 242,179, and in 1883, 320,118. As to the destina- 
tions of British emigrants in each of the past two years 
the figures are :—

To the United States there went last vear 137,824 British 
emigrants, as compared with 155,280 in 1884. During 
the closing month of the year the tide of emigration to 
the States began to flow in larger volume, and there can 
be little doubt that if trade in America continues to 
improve a larger number of immigrants will be attracted 
from this side. To Canada the number of British emigrants 
fell from 31,134 in 1884 to 19,852; the number leaving 
for Australia fell from 44,255 to 39,913, while in the 
number recorded as leaving for “ other places ” the fall was 
from 11,510 to 10,719. The greatest proportionate decline 
was thus in the emigration to Canada, which, owing to the 
dulness of trade and the injurious operation of the 
Customs tariff, has of late years been made less attractive 
tkan formerly. 


German Competition In Cutna.—It is to be hoped 
that the following instance of German competition in 
China recorded by Mr W. Gavin Stronach, our Consul in 
Winchow, is an isolated one. If not, it would go to show 
that German trade morality has sunk to a very low ebb. 
“The Chamber of Commerce at Wolverhampton,” writes 
Mr Stronach, “ has moved Her Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
tary of State to direct consuls to supply information 
similar to that given by an exhibition in various German 
towns, where the goods chiefly fancied by the Chinese, 
with the trade marks, &c., were shown. The Chamber 
would scarcely wish to imitate the use to which such 
information is put by some German firms. I give an 
instance. A brand of nail-rod iron, of English manufac- 
ture had become so well known as to quality as to pass 
from hand to hand with much less inspection than a 
dollar. The English agent of the manufacturers received 
a letter from a Hamburg firm, offering to provide him 
with goods of the same brand at a fraction of the cost of 
the English article. This gentleman replied at once in 
curt terms that he was not a thief. On arrival of the 
return mail from Europe the agent found that the 
threatened rubbish was sent to a German firm, and the 
market throughout the country was. ruined in a very short 
time for that trade mark. There was, of course, no means 


of obtaining redress, as the place of sale to the Chinese 
was not a British colony.” 


Tue Cutnese Marker ror Corron Goops.—On this 
subject, Mr N. R. O'Connor, of H.M. Legation at Pekin, 
in a review of the Consular reports for 1884, writes as 
follows :—“ The apparent increase in cotton goods (the 
year 1884 shows an increase of 31,500/ as cempared with 
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1883) is due to the greater import of yarn and thread; 
manufactured cotton cloth, which has steadily fallen off 
during the preceding three years, again shows a decrease. 
The fact and its causes are commented on by most of the 
Consuls, and were discussed in my earlier report. Briefly, 
the reason for this diminished import is the preference 
shown by the Chinese for their own homespun cloth, 
which, though dearer than the English article, is much 
more durable. Another cause for disfavour is to be found 
in the presence of mildew in cottons professing to be of a 
superior quality. With regard to the complaints against 
sizing, Mr Oxenham observes that this process ‘has 
undoubtedly sown throughout China a wide distrust of 
foreign cottons, and the feeling has extended to innocent 
American goods, the natives being unable to distinguish.’ 
i| On the other hand, Mr Alabaster affirms that ‘the sizing 
and loading of cotton goods does not necessarily make 
them unsuitable for many purposes, and need not 
therefore check demand, but the sized goods should be 
distinctively marked, and not made up in imitation of 
more genuine and substantial brands, so that real and 
sham suffer alike depreciation in the public favour.’ 
Indian yarns, which are only of recent introduction, 
appear to be making way. I[n Hainan, for instance, Mr 
Watters states that this yarn is becoming a favourite 
with the people of the island, and Mr Hughes notices the 
success of the trial consignments to Shanghai. Miscel- 
laneous cotton goods, such as chintzes, also show a marked 
increase, and there is little doubt but that when more 
|-attention is paid to the tastes of the Chinese in the 
selection of, among other things, the patterns on these 
stuffs, a good trade will be done.” 


THe German Woouiien Trape.—This is the most 
important of the textile trades of Germany, and although 
the exports are still small as compared with our own, they 
‘are steadily expanding. The tariff on many descriptions 
of goods, which was fixed at a high point in 1879, was 
made almost prohibitive in 1881. In the report of Mr 
Strachey on German trade, which we refer to elsewhere, 
it is stated that the Leeds and Huddersfield trade in low 
woollen cloths, mixed woollens, miltons, tweeds, cheviots, 
&c., has been completely destroyed, and it is asserted, on 
apparently good authority, that several English firms 
have migrated to Germany and established their mills 
there. The finer goods, however, are still bought of this 
country to some extent. The growth of the German 
export trade appears to be due to the success with which 
they get up the cheaper kinds of cloths. These, although 
Jacking in durability, are said to be lighter, softer, and 
cheaper than similar English products, and they are also 
said to excel in point of colour, the Germans “ being better 
|| chemists, consequently better dyers.” In worsted goods 
the position seems to be much about the same. Mr Strachey 
quotes an English authority on the German woollen trade 
to the following effect :—“ Broadly speaking, England leads 
in men’s best goods and in cheap fabrics. France in 
|| women’s dress and mantle all-wool goods. Germany makes 

cheap imitations of French goods; and both countries send 
||such goods here when they are found cheaper than British 
|| productions. Neither France nor Germany can compete 
|| with this country in taste or manufacture of the better 
makes of goods for men’s wear; and few articles for that 
purpose are imported from either country. Huddersfield 
holds her own in fine makes of worsted for men’s wear, and 
in the better class of these goods neither French nor 
German manufacturers have been able so far to compete 
with them. Scoteh makers of tweeds hold the first place in 
their class. French and German manufacturers imitate 
both these and Huddersfield fine worsted goods, but with 
success only so far as the production of inferior and 
imitative goods are concerned. In goods in which cotton 
warps or shoddy are used, neither France nor Germany 


can compete with the English manufacturers. Germany 
contents herself to a very great extent with the produc- 


tion of imitations of the better classes of French 


and English goods, and this with a certain amount of 
success. Of late years Germany has produced goods of 
marvellous value, both in dress goods and mantle goods, 
and the low rates of wages in Germany will, as in France, 
account greatly for their power of producing cheap looking 
goods.” No especial information is given with regard to 
yarns. Carded yarns are chiefly imported from Belgium, 
and the changes in the tariff have not affected the trade 
movement in them. The combed yarn trade is, as a whole, 
im @ prosperous condition. The soft woollen yarns used 
for the “ union” clothing and furniture stuffs are spun in 
Germany. But the hard wefts of bright-haired wool, 
mohair, alpaca, genappe, &c., have to be imported from 
Bradford in the numbers, say, 30 to 36. Of four German 
mills said to make lustre yarns, only one has a noticeable | 
output for the market. The cotton yarns of higher 
counts used in these mixed fabrics are also foreign, the 
same being the case with the jute yarns. The yarn duty, 
of course, damages the weavers to some extent. :

Tue Six Trave or Japan. — The following, with 
reference to the silk trade of Japan, is from a report by Mr 
Longford, of H. M. Legation at Tokio :—“The silk trade 
of Japan is divided between three countries, France, the 
United States, and Great Britain, and, according to the 
Customs returns, the value of the export to each during 
the last three years has been :—

Although the decrease in the value of the entire export to 
all foreign countries in 1884, as compared with 1883, was 
5,304,089 dols, it appears from the above figures that 
there was a decrease of only 206,816 dols in the amount 
of the trade with the United States, while the trade to 
France and Great Britain respectively shows the large 
falling-off of 3,066,809 dols and 2,031,477 dols. The 
decrease in the export to the three countries thus amounted 
to 5,307,102 dols, the balance being accounted for by a 
small increase in the export to all other countries. Prior 
to the year 1882 no information was afforded in the 
Customs returns as to: the destination of the articles 
forming the export trade of Japan, and it is only from 
that year, therefore, that the value of the silk exported to 
the three countries above mentioned can now ke ascer- 
tained. The statistics of the Yokohama Chamber of 
Commerce, however, which have from time to time been 
quoted in the Reports of Her Majesty’s Consul at 
Kanagawa, detail the quantity in each case from several 
years previously, and it appears from them that the export 
to the United States, commencing, it may be said, with an 
export of only sixty-two bales in the last half of the year 
1876, developed in 1879 to a total in the whole year of 
4,511 bales. The number had more than doubled in 1883, 
when the export was 10,549 bales, and, in the season 
extending from the Ist July, 1884, to the 30th June, 1885, 
this quantity had further developed to the extent of 
11,143 bales. To Great Britain, on the other hand 
(though it is to be remembered that a not inconsiderable 
ortion of the silk stated as being shipped for Marseilles 
is ultimately destined for the London, instead of the 
continental market), the export has almost steadily 
declined. From a shipment of 10,287 bales in 1876, and 
9,928 in 1877, it had fallen to 4,104 bales in 1883, and to 
only 208 bales in the season 1884-5. Prior to the last 
seven or eight years the silk goods used in the United 
States were almost entirely imported from Lyons in 
manufactured form ready for use, but during this period 
the number of silk factories has been gradually and 
steadily increased, and manufacturers in the United 
States have, thanks to the protective tariff, been able to

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compete successfully with those on the Continent. — 
supplies of raw silk have been supplied entirely i 
China and Japan, and, as the high cost of labour in Sne 
United States requires that they should obtain a errr 
and more easily-worked thread than is usually shipped : 
the continental manufacturing districts, the markets bot 
in China and Japan have greatly benefited by the new trade. 
All silk of the finer grade continues, as before, to be 
exported to Europe, while that of a coarser type, for which 
formerly few purchasers could be found, now finds a ready 
sale in the United States. Notwithstanding the decline 
in the shipment to England, British capital is still employed 
in the trade to an extent of which the figures already 
quoted can give but little idea. No information 1s at my 
disposal which would enable me to give any exact 
statistics on this point for the year 1884, but an idea of it 
may be formed from the figures for the season 1884-5, 
which I have obtained from a circular published by an 
English silk merchant in Yokohama. According to this, 
out of a total export of 25,402 bales, 4,964 bales were 
exported by British merchants established in Japan, and 
of the export to the United States, amounting, as before 
stated, to 11,143 bales, the quantity exported by British 
merchants was 1,879 bales. Of the balance of the whole 
exports, 5,641 bales appeared in the name of Japanese 
shippers, and the rest was mainly divided among Swiss, 
German, and United States merchants. Though 50 per 
cent. of the entire export is to France, the name of only 
one French merchant appears in the whole list of shippers 
for the year.”
